an amcn^mont will probably be drafted,

The explanation of the senatorial re-districting bill, as it

pable wrong committed to secure an unfair parly advantage, 
but rather a sense of-jealous envy (hat- then*opponents pos- 
sessed the power to do things which .ihe^llK'msclvcs would 
promptly do if they had the chance. 


In no phase of the present political situation have the dcmo- 


•c ni Is of New Hampshire shown up lo poorer advantage than 
in this matter of polilical spoils. They have evidently forgot- 
ten ihal, at best, (hey are, in New Hampshire, but political 
accidents, established in power through no 
overwhelming 


popular demand, but because of the exigencies, of war, which 
divided the forces opposed to them. 
In very large measure, 


the people, whether republicans, progressives, or democrats, 
wanted and expected the democrats to do well. Most people 
arc uninterested in partisan political operations. 
What the 


man in the street wants is plain, honest, good government, and 
he looked to the'.democrats lo supply (his want. 
If he finds 


them, instead, merely another hungry crew of place-seekers 
who arc ready lo disregard every oilier consideration hrsave 
paj*ly advantage as in this senatorial redislriding all'air, he Is 
npt lo put a very definite and abrupt period'to democratic su- 
premacy in this state. 


This entire redislriding affair, both as to ward lines and as

ment of this question, hut no republican gerrymander in the 
history of the slate more richly deserved public disapproval 
and popular censure
